A 14-year-old boy was 
feared drowned last night 
after he and a pal took a 
rowing boat on a “joyride” 
as storms lashed Britain. 

Rescuers, who think the boat 
was capsized by a huge wave, 
found one of the lads but Kyle 
Moore was still missing. 

The boys called 999 from a mobile 
after realising they couldn’t row back 
to safety late on Saturday night and 
were “laughing and joking” with 
coastguards on the shore. 

But water flooded into the boat and 
a wave threw them into the sea as 
Portland Harbour, Dorset, was hit by 
gale-force eight winds. 

The second boy, also 14, was spotted 
by a lifeboat crew uninjured at 
around 3am yesterday and taken 
back to shore — but there was no sign 
of keen footballer Kyle. 

It’s thought he ripped off his heavy 
blue Umbro jacket, which had 
become sodden with water, in a 
desperate bid to stay afloat. 

Rough 

The search was made harder for the 
50-strong team as the torrential rain 
which covered much of Britain 
yesterday lashed the harbour. 

A spokesman for the Maritime and 
Coastguard Agency said: “Two boys 
made a 999 call at about 2am saying 
they had pinched a boat, were out in 
Portland Harbour just having a 

laugh. They seemed quite happy. 

“They were laughing and 

joking. About 45 minutes later 
things took a turn for the worse. 
The boat seemed to capsize and 
they were thrown into the water. 
“The weather conditions 
were not brilliant — not good 
for searching and not good 
for the boy in the water.” 

Alan Birch, spokesman 
for Weymouth RNLI, 
added it was a “rough 
night” when the boys,
